Melting & Monetary Value 


What happens when coins get melted? Do the remaining pieces become rare? Nineteenth 
century coin collectors seemed to think so. Joseph Mickley, the 19th century Philadelphia collector 
who had many friends at the Mint, wrote in 1862 “The price of American coins has gone up very high 
within several years past, owing to there being a great many Collectors and to our old coins being 
recoined [a reference to melting pre-1853 silver and recoining it at a lesser weight], and the old Copper 
Cents and Halves [referring the elimination of the large cent and half cent] disappearing from 
circulation rapidly.” 


William Prime wrote in Coins, Medals, and Seals, Ancient and Modern in 1861 “It is also impossible 
to affirm in this day whether certain coins now very rare will remain so, since every year new speci- 
mens of rare coins are found and added to collections. For this reason the price catalogues are of only 
temporary value. So, too, with the silver of the years preceding 1853. For the present, most of the 
dates can lie readily obtained; but in consequence of the change in weight which took place in 1853, 
the silver of earlier date than that has almost entirely disappeared from circulation, and is now sold to 
the melters or returned to the Mint. As this practice continues, the entire early coinage is becoming

scarce; so that within a year from the present time many half dollars, quarters, dimes, and half dimes 
now common will become of the highest rarity and command the highest prices.” 


In our own time we have seen millions (billions?) of pre-1965 silver coins retired to the refinery and 
converted into silver bullion for industrial purposes. But does all of this actually affect rare coin 
ptices? By and large, no. William Prime’s prediction did not hold. A circulated 1843 quarter is a nice 
enough coin, but the reality is that a small number of coins are being chased by a smaller group of 
collectors. PCGS has certified 171 pieces, while NGC lists 111 examples. Add in all the raw coins, 
and there are probably at least a thousand pieces out there. Ebay currently lists many pages of 
examples for sale. Compare that with the number of collectors building sets of Liberty Seated 
quarters. There might be a couple hundred such numismatists, with varying degrees of commitment 


to set completion. Whatever was melted in the 19th century doesn’t really affect the equation — there 
is still plenty to go around. 


The situation is not much different for 20th century collectors. With silver issues typically struck into 
the hundreds of millions of pieces, you can throw an awful lot of coins into the melting pot without 
impacting the market. There are of course exceptions. Issues such as the 1873-S Seated dollar were 
melted en masse by the Mint, and none are known today. The mintage of the 1873-CC No Arrows 
quarter is given as 4,000 pieces, most of which were melted near the time of issue, leaving five 


examples for today’s collectors. But the impact of the public removing silver coins one at a time, as 
they are encountered in circulation, is minimal. 


Fortunately, there is zero incentive to melt Liberty Seated coins today, as collector values are 
substantially above bullion value even for well worn examples. I personally feel it would be a shame 


to throw any Liberty Seated coin into the melting pot, and I’m pleased that the market backs me up 
on that point. Let’s keep it that way!
